Baghdad endures bombings; Iraqis optimistic

BAGHDAD, Iraq — Relentless al- 
lied bombing raids have pushed the 
city of the Thousand and One Nights 
into the past. 

Horse-drawn carts replace cars, 


twigs are gathered for fuel. 

The once-bustling capital, with a 
peacetime population close to 4 mil- 
lion, is without electricity. 

Its discos and nightclubs are shut 
down, and people head home before 
dusk, going to bed early because can- 
dles are costly. 

After more than three weeks of al- 
lied air raids, residents suffer from 
shortages of food, drinking water, 


But the Iraqis are still optimistic 
and are learning to cope with the de- 
privations and the almost nightly 
raids. Some play dominoes to pass the 
time, others are learning to play 
chess. 

Near the market, outside the 1,200- 
year-old-al-Khadamia mosque where 
President Saddam Hussein often 
went before the war, a woman 
shouted at the top of her voice: “We 


said: “Tell America we do not want 
war! Stop this bloodshed!” 

“We really want to stop the war, 
but not under America’s order,” said 
Mrs. Hamid, whose husband is in the 
army in Kuwait, ready to fight the 
U.S.-led multinational force. 

“We love our leader. He’s our 
heart,” she said of Saddam as officials 
of Information Ministry, who took a 
group of journalists on a tour of Bagh-

Ground war could begin in 3 weeks 


DHAHRAN, Saudi Arabia — As allied pilots bombed Iraqi troops and their 
supply lines Sunday, a senior American military official said the U.S.-led 
forces could use another three to four weeks to prepare for a ground offensive. 

Defense Secretary Dick Cheney, meanwhile, said the next phase of the 
Persian Gulf War would probably combine air power with both ground and 
amphibious combat. But he would not say how soon it might begin. 

In Iraq, President Saddam Hussein made his first nationwide broadcast to 
his people since three days after the war began. 

Speaking on Baghdad radio, he congratulated them for withstanding the 
attacks by the allied “warplanes of shame.” He told them their valor was 
inspiring the hundreds of thousands of Iraqi soldiers at the front. 

In the air campaign, the Americans lost their first warplane in combat in 
more than a week. The Marine Corp AV-8 Harrier was downed over southern 
Kuwait on Saturday, and the pilot was missing, the U.S. command said. 

Taking advantage of improving weather, American warplanes flew 2,800 
missions Sunday, concentrating on Republican Guard troops on the Iraqi- 
Kuwaiti border and the bridges, highways and railways used to supply them. 

The fierce action in the air, and sporadic exchanges of artillery along the 
Saudi border, came as Cheney headed back to Washington to brief President 
Bush on the progress of the 25-day-old war. 

He told reporters flying home with him that the air campaign had reduced 
the fighting power of some Iraqi divisions by as much as 40 percent. 

Although Cheney did not say when a ground and amphibious assault might 
begin, a senior American military official said some U.S. forces just arrived in 
Saudi Arabia and they need three or four more weeks to prepare. 

“The guys just off the boat, they could use some more time,” the official told 
The Associated Press in Riyadh on condition of anonymity. He was referring 
to the ground units recently arrived from Europe. Such forces have the 
specialized M-1 battletanks designed to take on Iraq’s Soviet-made T-72 tanks. 

Iraq said it would welcome a ground assault by the allies, who now have 
about 700,000 soldiers in the region, including 505,000 Americans. 


Soviet army calm after Lithuanian vote 


VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — Lithuania reported no signs of new Soviet troop 
movements ‘Sunday, a day after voters overwhelmingly endorsed their repub- 
lie’s 11-month-old independence declaration. 

President Vytautas Landsbergis called the poll victory “the next step on the 
road to independence” from the Soviet Union, and held out hope it would 
embolden nationalists in neighboring Estonia, Latvia and Russia to hold 
similar votes. 

“Of course the results will encourage them,” he told reporters early Sunday 
after staying overnight in the heavily fortified parliament building. 

According to preliminary results, 90 percent of the voters said they favored 
becoming “an independent, democratic republic.” Lithuania, like Estonia and 
Latvia, were independent for two decades between the two world wars before 
being annexed by the Soviet Union. 

Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev said last week the Lithuanian poll 
was “legally invalid.” There was no Kremlin comment on the results Sunday. 


Hatch urges direct ties with Baltics 


WASHINGTON — The United States should forge direct diplomatic ties with 
the breakaway Soviet Republics, Sen. Orrin Hatch said. 

“Those who sought above all else to help Gorbachev secure his grip on power 
made the mistake not only of pinning their hopes ona ssinglé leader, but also of 
picking theswrorig man,” Hatch said. ,

should try to bolster the Baltic states and others that are trying to il 
Bemioeratt governments, he said. 

Gorbachev “did not seek genuine democracy, but only a controlled democ- 
racy that would ratify his policies. 

“He did not seek to abandon socialism, but rather to revitalize socialism,” 
Hatch said. 

*“The United States should seek to open in each Soviet republic that holds | 
genuine free elections the same kind of nominally unofficial U.S. institute that Wt 
has existed in the Republic of Taiwan for over a decade,” he said. iM 

“Such institutes, in turn, would allow us to develop further political and 
economic ties, and their mere existence would raise the political cost of further 
repression of the democratic republics by the Kremlin,” Hatch said. 

The senator maintains that reformists such as Russian Republic President 
Boris Yeltsin represent more people than Gorbachev does in the U.S.S.R. 

“They (the Baltic states) have substantial control over their own economies 
and resources, and some are seeking to introduce their own currencies,” Hatch 
said.

Security games, sometimes known as low-risk tactics, 
include keeping a back-up list of other interests just in 
case a relationship falls through or playing mind games — 
especially for females — like, “I’m thinking about going on 
a mission.

Other low-risk behavior includes ego- 
boosting games such as trying to go out on 
as many dates as possible in one weekend. 
Or even the state game, where you try 
and date someone from each state in 
America during a semester. And the list 
goes on. 

, “It’s a pretty natural tendency for us all 
to play low-risk. We like to take low risks 
and we hope the other person takes high 
risks,” Scoresby said.

Scoresby said in the beginning stages of dating it is not 
only fun but appropriate to play these kind of dating 
games to meet a variety of people.

“We have larger numbers of people who engage in 
low-risk strategies. That is why we have a larger number 
of people who are never married — they never get to the 
point where they will make a lasting commitment to each 
other,” he said.

Perhaps the best strategy is to first evaluate why you're 
playing the game, and then learn from the knowledgeable 
Sherlock Holmes when he said, “Watson, the game is 
afoot.”

Men's role 
in movies 
becoming 
nurturing

The role of men in film is changing 
to a kinder, gentler nature, according 
to Sharon Swenson of the Theatre and 
Film Department, whose paper was 
presented Friday during the interna- 
tional conference on gender and the 
family. 

Swenson’s paper was presented by 
Tom Lefler of the Theatre and Film 
Department. 

In earlier films, men were por- 
trayed in violent roles, such as Arnold 
Schwartzenegger’s action roles in 
“Terminator” and “Predator.” These 
films show masculine, destructive 
power. It is literally without feeling, 
Swenson said. 

Since then, other films have come 
along that have shown a switch to 
more tender, nurturing roles, Swen- 
son’s paper said. An example of this 
switch are Schwartzenegger’s films 
“Twins” and “Kindergarten Cop.” In 
“Twins,” Schwartzenegger’s charac- 
ter shows care and compassion to- 
ward his twin brother, played by 
Danny DeVito. This was a switch 
from the tough, rough image previ- 
ously portrayed. 

In Ron Howard’s “Parenthood,” 
Steve Martin reveals questions about 
his own parenting. The film demon- 
strates the “desire for closeness and 
the importance of male-female rela- 
tionships,” Swenson said. 

In Howard’s film “Willow” the 
same types of nurturing, caring feel- 
ings are displayed by males, accord- 
ing to Swenson. 

In “Three Men and a Baby,” the 
focus is on kisses and hugs as Ted 
Danson, Tom Selleck and Steve 
Gutenberg “discover that the plea- 
sures of the flesh can include snug- 
gling little baby Mary,” according to 
Swenson. The film creates a new vi- 
sion of the nature of family as the 
three men nurture the baby, her 
mother and each other. 

In “Look Who’s Talking,” in addi- 
tion to nurturing the baby, John Tra- 
volta cares deeply for his own father. 
A subplot shows how characters 
played by Travolta and Kirstie Alley 
learn to love each other while showing 
nurturing care for the grandfather, 
baby Mikey and each other, Swen- 
son’s paper said. 

Even Indiana Jones shows caring 
feeling as he comes to terms with his 
aging father, played by Sean Con- 
nery, in “Indiana Jones and the Last 
Crusade.” The nurturing of father 
and son plays an important balance, 
Swenson believes. 

The transformation of male activi- 
ties in film rescies men from the 
stereotype of being only active and 
aggressive, while it rescues women 
from the stereotype of being passive 
and victims, according to Swenson. 
Also, the transformation rescues gen- 
der itself from the constrictive, op- 
pressive formation of the past. 

The conference was sponsored by 
the BYU Women’s Research Insti- 
tute, the Center for Studies of the 
Family at BYU and the Utah Gover- 
nor’s Commission for Women and 
Families. 
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Genealogy library 
fullof information

Retired couples are not the only 
ones who do research in the geneal- 
ogy department of the Harold B. Lee 
Library. 

The Utah Valley Regional Family 
History Center, as it is officially 
called, is visited by many students 
taking family history classes, as well 
as students who come in on their own, 
said Diane Parkinson, director of the 
center. 

“At least half of our patrons on a 
regular day are students,” said Mavis 
Smith, volunteer consultant. 

The center, which is preceded in 
size only by the family history library 
in Salt Lake City, contains academic 
as well as genealogical information. 

Of the 350,000 microfilms at the 
center, 140,000 are academic collec- 
tions, which include government col- 
lections, military records, newspa- 
pers and music, Parkinson said. 

“We have all kinds of specialized 
subject matter that students can use 
for writing papers,” Parkinson said.

read, you can do it,” Parkinson said. 

She said the program is comprised 
of the international genealogical in- 
dex, which provides access to records 
of all deceased persons who have had 
temple work done for them; the an- 
cestral file, for family group records 
and pedigree charts; and the Social 
Security death index, which contains 
information about any deceased per- 
son who had a Social Security Num- 
ber and a death benefit filed. 

Students who would like to do fam- 
ily history research but do not know 
much about it should not feel hesitant 
about visiting the center, Parkinson 
said. 

They should “just come to the ref- 
erence desk and someone will show 
them how to get started.” However, 
“they do need to come with a little bit 
of knowledge, like who their great- 
grandparents are.” 

Parkinson said in many ways com- 
paring the center with the family his- 
tory library in Salt Lake City “would 
be like comparing apples and oranges. 
We have our strong areas and they

first-person reports of what life was 
like in a particular area during a 
specific time period. 

Patrons wanting to do genealogical 
work can have access to the center’s 
210,000 genealogical films and more 
than one million microfiche, Parkin- 
son said. 

She said the new FamilySearch 
program is especially helpful. 

Its instructions “can walk you 
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our clientele,” she said. 

“Our people have more diversified 
knowledge. 

“In Salt Lake they have a specialist 
for everything.” 

Christine Jaffa, 19, a sophomore 
from Sandy majoring in nursing, said 
she visits the center two or three 
times a week in conjunction with a 
family history class. 

“I’m just starting out so now it’s a 
little difficult,” she said. “Hopefully it 
will get easier.”
